political situation. 
G ranting th a t 
Mr. 
R oosevelt’s 
purpose In h is new foreign pos­ 
turing is h onest and reasonable, h e 
h as started th e w ar-dogs grow ling 
and unless Mr. Norm an D avis can 
come out of th e nine-pow er confer­ 
ence w ith a reassuring record of 
pacific accom plish m ent or of fail­ 
ure to entangle our diplom acy in 
alien issues, I believe th at we are 
facing a crisis in public support for
